Arrives in New York to Aid

NEW YORK, April 21.—The Rt. 
Rev. James Matthew Maxon, Bish- 
of-Coadjutor of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in Tennessee, 
sent word through an attorney to 
his son, James Matthew Maxon Jr., 
who is in the Tombs prison charged 
with suspicion of homicide, in con- 
nection with the death of David 
Paynter, 73 years old, in a room- 
ing house brawl early Friday, that 
he would “stick to the last ditch.” 

The Bishop arrived here yester- 
day and, accompanied by an attor- 
ney, went to the jail. Since pris- 
oners are not permitted visitors on 
Sunday the Bishop was unable to 
see his son. Instead the attorney 
sent Young Maxon a letter which 
read: 

“Dear Jim: I have just left your 
father. e will stick to the - last 
ditch. Your mother,and, of course, 
himself send their love. We will 
see you at the first opportunity.”

BISHOP STANDS BY SON| 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. | 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 2}.— 
Analysis of the official operating 
report of the St. Louis Public Serv- 
ice Co. for 1929, filed recently with 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission as provided by law, dis- 
closes the company included in its 
operating expenses an amount for 
depreciation that was $659,000 in 
exeess of the depreciation allow- 
ance by the commission. This ex- 
cess deduction made the company’s 
net income for the owners appear 
to be $659,000 less than actually 
was available. 

Adjustment of the company’s 
methods of bookkeeping to those 
used by the commission in deter- 
mihing earnings of public utilities, 
and addition of $18,176 interest an 
daily bank balances, included by 
the commission in determining 
earnings, shows the company had 
$3,502,338 available for return on 
the property in 1929, instead of 
the $2,825,162 net operating reve- 
nue shown in the report. . 

The excess deduction by the com- 


ing upon the commission in any 
way, and, according to commission 
members, would not be considerea 
in determining from time to tilae 
what return the street railway 
owners are obtaining from the caf 
riders. The depreciation allow- 
ance fixed by t he commission 
would be the deduction considered, 
it was said. 


The $3,502,338 net operating rev- 
enue is equivalent to a return of 
5.35 per cent for the owners upon 
the $65,455,436 valuation of proper- 
ty as of last Dec. 31. This valua- 
tion includes the $63,500,000 fixed 
by the commission for the property 
as it stood on Jah. 1, 1927, plus 
$1,955,436 in net additional to 
property from that time to last Dec. 
31. These additions include the St. 
Charles line which has been merged 
with the parent company. 

The actual return for the owners, 
however, is greater than 5.35 per 
cent, as the $3,502,338 net operat- 
ing revenue for 1929 is equivalent 
to a return of 7.13 per cent on the 
$49,101,000 paid for the property 
by the owners when they acquired 
it at a receiver's sale in 1927. 

Earnings of the common stock 
is still greater. After payment of 
interest on bonds and other indebt- 
edness, preferred stock dividends 
and other fixed charges, a total of 
$1,157,951 was left for the com- 
mon stock. This would amount to 
$3.36 a share for the 344,145 out- 
standing shares of common stock, 
or 27 per cent on the $12.50 per 
share ‘paid into the 
treasury for that stock. The di- 
rectors did not declgre a common 
stock dividend, announcing the 
Lamount available for the common 
stock would be reinvested in the 
property. 

The Difference in Earnings. 

The $659,000 differerice in earn- 
ings between the company’s re- 
port and adjustment of it by com- 
mission accountants arose through 
the company making a charge of 
$1,473,000 for depreciation, instead 
of the annual.allowance fixed by 
the commission. The depreciation 
allowance, taken from _ the fare 
|/boxes, is for preservation of the 
property. : 

The commission fixed the annual 
depreciation allowance at $800,000 
in 1928, when the valuation was 
completed. 

In adjusting the company's de- 
duction, $14,000 was added to the 
$800,000 fixed by the commission. 
This addition was for depreciation 
of the property of the Sst. Charles 
line. 

Gross revénue of the street rail- 
way for 1929 was $19,249,779.75, 
and the company deducted $14,- 
430,459.51 for operating expenses, 
including the $1,473,000 for de- 
preciation. Another deduction of 
$46,377.69 was made for a deficit 


89 /in operation of the busses, leaving 


a net operating revenue of $2,- 
$25,162.15 for the company and 
subsfdiaries which was available 
for return. To this was added 
$18,176 for interest on daily bank 
balances and $659,000 for adjyst- 
ment of the depreciation deduction 
to the commission allowance, mak- 
ing a total net“ operating revenue 
of $3,502,338. 

The company paid $1,849,902.26 
in interest on indebtedness and 
$494,485 in dividends on preferred 
stock, leaving $1,157,951 for the 
common stock.

FORT WAYNE, Ind., April 21.— 
The minute care with which Dr. 
A. J. Bags, retired Columbia (Mo.) 
dentist, planned the details of “a 
perfect crime”.~in his $200,000 in- 
surance fraud scheme was  dis- 
Fclosed today by E. O. Brinkley. 
chief of the investigation and claim 
department of the Lincoln National 
Life Insurance Co. of Fort Wayne. 


Dr. Bass prepared to the finest 
detail the procurement of the in- 
surance on the life of his friend and 
accomplice, William R. Pearman, 
Columbia automobile mechanic, 
that no suspicion of fraud might 
arise. He had not counted upon 
the days and nights of mental tor- 
ture which would follow the mur- 
der of Pearman, nor of the very 
fact that the dovetailing of circum- 
stances must inevitably point to his 
own guilt. 

This mental torture and this 
gradual building up of a circum- 
stantial case as the evidence came 
to light resulted in Bass’ confes- 
sion Friday night that he was the 
murderer, and again the “perfect 
crime” failed. 

Binkley’s disclosures show there 
was no flaw in the plan Bass had 
devised to obtain the insurance on 
Pearman under the name of Wil- 
liam Folta, a Martinsburg (Mo.) 
man who had not been heard from 
in 17 years. Pearman, under Bass’ 
coaching, carried out the role of 
Folta without a slip, but he did not 
realize that for the plan to suc- 
ceed, he must be killed. 

Body to Be Substituted. 

As Dr. Bass told in his confes- 
sion, his agreement with Pearman 
was that a body was to be substi- 
tuted and identified as that of Fol- 
ta, and that he and Pearman 
would split the $200,000. Instead, 
it was Pearman’s body which was 
found on the lonely road near 
Gravette, Ark., and identified by 
Bass as that of Folta. 

It was the story of how Bass and 
Pearman fooled \four insurance 
companies that Binkley told, dis- 
closing that Bass had acquired a 
thorough knowledge of the details 
of the issuance of life insurance 
policies, through which he was en- 
abled to get the application by 
Donald L. Shaw, the Lincoln agent 
in Kansas City; Paul R. Schweich, 
the company’s general agent: two 
medical examiners, an inspection 
bureau and the home offices of 
the companies. 


The actions of Bass and Pear- 
man indicate that they must have 
spent several months in the prep- 
aration of the plan and in the re- 
hearsal of their roles,

er Agreement and Some 
Provisions for 5 Nations, 


Formally Sanctioned by 
Delegation Heads.

LONDON, April 21.—The plen- 


ary session for the purpose of 
signing the “Three in Five” naval 
treaty was officially called this 
afternoon for 10:30 o’clock to- 
morrow morning. The session will 
end .the conference which began 
13 weeks ago. It will be held in 
the red and gold Queen Anne’s 
drawing room of St. James’s Pal- 
ace. 

The treaty draft was examined 
today at a meeting of the heads of 
the five delegations. No difficulty 
in the way of final approval of the 


pact at the scheduled time was en- 
countered, 

Premier MacDonald, as chair- 
man, will sum up the conference 
achievements and call attention to 
arrangements for further negotia- 
tions among Britain, Italy and 
France. Spokesmen of the other 
nations are expected to outline 
positions taken by their respective 
delegations. 

Preamble and Five Parts, 

The treaty contains a preamble 
and five parts subdivided into 25 
articles, plus annexes. The pre- 
amble is short and simple, merely 
setting out in effect that the na- 
tions have joined together for the 
purpose of carrying on armament 
reduction work begun at the 
Washington conference in 1922. 
Neither the League of Nations nor 
the Kellogg pact is mentioned. 

All essential parts of the treaty 
have already been given in these 
dispatches. 

The treaty is unique among sim- 
ilar documents in that it contains 
a three-Power agreement within 
a framework of a five-Power com- 
pact. Numerous difficulties aris- 
ing from this arrangement had to 
be overcome by the Drafting Com- 
mittee under Ambassador Mor- 
row. Provision ig made that, so far 
as Japan, the United States and 
Britain are concerned, the treaty 
shall become effective when rati- 
fied by those three. 

Provisions of Treaty. 

Part one constitutes an exten- 
sion of the Washington treaty 
provisions relating to battleships 
and’ aircraft carriers. This pro- 
vides for a new building holiday 
to end in 1936, with a reservation 
that France and Italy may make 
up arrears.in battleship building 
by utilizing a credit of 70,000 tons 
each under the Washington treaty 
schedules. The reservation was 
inserted in response to a French 
demand for the privilege of build- 
ing against Germany's Ersats Pre- 
ussen class. Part two gives a 
definition of various categories, 
lays down rules for scrapping and 
places a limitation on the unit size 
of , submarines, 

Part three incorporates § the 
three-Power agreement among 
Britain, America and Japan. 

Part four contains new rules for 
“humahization” of submarine war- 
fare,’ and part five stipulates, 
among other things, that nothing 
in the treaty shall prejudice @he 
right} of any nation to formulate 
new claims at the next conference.

| The present agreement, which 
|expires May 20,. was the result of 
|arbitration before the Commission,

| In a statement to the press, 
| Clarke said it is the desire of the 
;}company “to clarify certain sec- 
tions of the agreement in order 
to make them more eagily under- 
stood and workabie.’’ Clarke stat- 
ed that there is no thought on 
the part of the company to change 
existing wages of employes. 

The present contract became ef- 
fective June 1 last, the date of the 
Commission’s award. The 3800 
members of the union had previ- 
ously voted to strike in support of 
their wages demands, but submit- 
ted to arbitration at the request of 
Mayor Miller. The contract may be 
reopened by either side within 30 
days of the expiration date. A 
clause provides that there may be 
no strike or lockout during the 
period of the agreement.

1168 Agree to Refund to 


Missouri Policy Hold 
ers Excess Premiums 
\ From 1922 to 1928. 


Refunds of about $8,000,000 will 
be made by 168 stock fire insur- 
ance companies to their Missouri 
policy holders, within a short 
time, according to an announce- 
ment madeat insurance organiza- 
tion headquarters in Chicago. 

An Associated Press dispatch 
from. Chicago fixed the amount of 
the refund at about $12,000,000. 
Charles R. Street of Chicago, 
chairman of the Subscribers’ Ac- 
tuarial Committee, said today that 


the $12,000,000 included about 
$4,000,000 paid out in refunds 
since Feb. 1, 1928. ‘This leaves 


$8,000,000 to be paid for the period 
of five years, two and one-haéf 
months, before that date, which 
was in litigation until the United 
States Supreme Court rendered 
judgment last week. 

He said the refunds would be 
made as soon as possible, and in 
the same manner as those which 
have been gnade. That is, they 
will be made by the insurance com- 
panies, acting in most cases 
through their local agencies. 

Records Sufficient, Street Says. 

Street’s estimate of $4,000,000, 
for the refunds made for 1928-29, 
is larger than that of the Missouri 
State Insurance Department, which 
has stated that about $3,500,000 
was due to policy holders, but that 
it had no way of knowing how 
much hag actually been paid. 

When asked how the companies 
would find their policy holders be- 
fore 1928, Street said there were 
sufficient records to furnish this 
information. It was stated, in the 
insurance companies’ negotiations 
last year with Gov. Caulfield for a 
compromise, that their records 
before 1927 had been destroved. 
The Governor refused the proposed 
compromise, which 
required the companies to refund 
about $5,000,000 of the excess 
premiums collected, and permitted 
them to keep the balance. 

. To Ask for Another Rise. 

Paul W. Terry of St. Louis, man- 
ager of the Missouri Inspection 
Bureau, in a statement given out in 
Chicago, said that the insurance 
companies would press their ap- 
plication for an increase ia rates 
of 16 2-3 per cent, in Missouri, as 
soon as the refunds are out o/7 the 
way. Attorneys have advised the 
insurance companies that, under 
the Supreme Court's decision, they 
will not be in a position to press 
| their application for higher rates 
| until they have settled the back 
| claims. 

The decision for early payment 
of the refunds was reached at a 
meeting of the Subscribers’ Actua- 
rial Committee in Chicago. The 
refunds will represent 10 per cent 


| of the premiums collected be- 
| tween Noy. 15, 1922, amd Feb. 1, 
| 1928. Besides fire insurance poli- 


cies, the refunds will be made also 
on storm, wind, lightning and 
hail policies. 

History of the Case. 

The claim for refunds, made by 
the State in behalf of the policy 
holders, was based upon a ruling 
by Supt. Hyde of the Missouri De- 
partment of Insurance in 1922, by 
'which earnings on reserves were 
included in the net income of in- 
| surance companies for rate making 
| purposes. The companies, arguing 
that reserves were liabilities and 
earnings on them could not prop- 
erly be included, carried the case 
to the United States Supreme Court, 
which refused to review it. The 
companies then filed individual 
suits in Federal Court, the State 
appealing an adverse ruling to the 
Supreme Court. Its recent decisions 
required that the companies ob-

NEW YORK, April 21.—Col | 
Charles -. Lindbergh, carrying | 
Mrs. Lindbergh as navigator, set 
his low-wing . Lockheed Sirius 
monoplane on the ground at 
Roosevelt Field at:11:11:52 o'clock 
last night, after a. record-breaking 
flight from the Pacific Coast. 

Undertaken as an experiment to 
test the feasibility of using the 
higher altitude for a rapid coast- 
to-coast express and passenger air- 
plane service, the flight now goes 
down in the annals of aviation as' 
a typical Lindbergh success. 

He landed his plane at his goal 
14 hours, 45 minutes and 32 sec- 
onds. after taking the air at Glen- 
dale, Cal., clipping almost three 
hours off the previous record for 
an eastward trans-continental 
flight—17 hours and 43 minutes, 
established last summer by Capt. 
Frank M. Hawke, and beating by 
more than four hours Hawks’ time 
East to West. . 

Measured by actual “fiying time 
he did even better than that, for 
his plane was in the air only 14 
hours, 23 minutes and 17 seconds. 
A short stop was made early in the 
afternoon at Wichita; Kan., for 
meteorological data and refueling. 
Hawks, in his flight, made no 
stops. |

During the early evening Lind- 
bergh’s automobile was taken to 
the private garage of William OB. 
Leeds on the fiel4d, and held there 
ready to whisk him and Mrs. Lind- 
bergh to New York City. 


Col. and Mrs. Lindbergh motor- 
ed to the airport in Giendale, Cal, 
at 4 a. m., Pacifie standard time, 
while it was still dark. A crowd of 
75 watched the motor warmed up. 
Electrically heated aviation suita, 
heavy woolen socks and thick 
boots were worn by the pair as 
protection against the low temper- 
ature they expected to encounter 
in high altitudes. 

Two small bags,,a box of lunch, 
parachutes, and an aviation sex- 
tant were the chief items of bag- 
gage stowed in the plane. If 
storms forced them above the 
clouds, or if. the flight lasted into 
the night, Mra. Lindbergh was to 
take bearings with the sextant for 
celestial naségation of the plane. 

Lindbergh said this was the first 
time he had.ecarried an aviation 
sextant in flight, and also the first 
time Mrs. Lindbergh has been his 
active navigating assistant. Joe 
Nikrent, official National Aeronau- 
tical Association timer placed a 
sealed barograph in the rear com- 
partment of the plane, which, he 
said, will record Lindbergh's 
acheduled landing at Wichita as 
well as the entire flight. 

The Colonel gave to Mrs. Lind- 
bergh much of the credit for the 
technical details of the flight. She 
did the navigating, he said, kept 
the charts, and occasinally handled 
the controls. The plane is equipped 
with dual controls.

How Dr. Bass Arranged 
For $200,000 Insurance 


Continued From Page One. 


surance was sought. Bass then told 
about entering into a éontract with 
a William Folta, under which Folta 
had agreed to purchase a large 
tract of Arkansas land from Bass. 
Folta, Bass said, was a Missourian 
who had been a resident of Japan 
for 17 years, had amassed a for- 
tune there, but had sold his inter- 
ests and had returned to the Unit- 
ed States. 

*“Folta is a Bohemian,” Bass told 
Shaw, “and has a large following 
among Bohemians in this country. 
He plans to form a Bohemign col- 
ony on this land he is buying from 
me, and is doubtful that it is big 
enough for his purpose. He may 
need 4000 or 5000 more acres, but 
I believe I can get that much ad-. 
joining land for him.” 

Up to this point Bass had not 
baited the insurance agent nor ex-. 
hibited undue interest in the mat- 
ter. He appeared to be merely go- 
ing through with an agreement to 
help his friend get insurance as a 
part of the land deal. Shaw saw 
the prospect of selling a good-sized 
policy and was hearing the prelim- 
inaries. But here Bass started in 
to hook Shaw. 

“This man Folta has plenty of 
money,” he said. “He has already 
paid $5000 down in cash on our) 
deal, paid it here in Johnsons’ of- 
fice. He pulled out a roll of bills 
as big around as your arm, and 
when Johnson saw it his eyes al- 
most popped out of his head.” 


Sale Price $248,000. 

Base told Shaw the sale price of 
the land was $248,000 and that 
more than 3000 acres was in the 
tract. 

He presented a logical explana- 
tion for the desifé to obtain the 
insurance, saying that Folta at 
first suggested he would put up 
some of his personal sequrities as 
collateral for the notes, but finding 
that he had other use for them, 
asked Bass whether he would be 
satisfied if he would take out in- 
surance and assign the policies. 
Bass would. 

Though it does not appear that 
Shaw lacked interest in the sale 
of the insurance, in whatever 
amount was desired, Bass here 
played his trump card to take 
Shaw completely off his feet. If 
there was any question of doubt 
about Shaw’s interest, it disap- 
peared at Bass’ next lead. 

“It will take about $200,000 of 
insurance,” Bass said, according to 
Shaw’s report to his company, 
“but we needn’t waste any time 
discussing that amount, because I 
have promised $100,000 of it to a 
very close friend in Columbia, a 
Mr, Lay who represents the Equit- 
able of New York. Shaw didn’t 
push the point just then, but he 
registered quite firmly a resolve 
that he wouldn’t let the other 
$100,000 get away from him. 

Bass went on to say that Lay 
had” in mind writing insurance 
that would cost about $10. per 
$1000, and inquired about Shaw’s 
rates. After asking Folta’s age, 
which Bass said was 37, Shaw said 
he could write term insurance at 
a cheaper rate, but thought little 
of that class of insurance. He 
said his company had an insurance 
contract (policy) which he thought 
would appeal to Folta, and ex- 
plained the Lincoln National’s 
Emancipator policy, the rate on 
which at age 37 he said was 
$15.51 per $1000. Bass expressed 
the opinion that the rate was a 
little high, but said as that was 
Folta’s business, they would wait 
and discuss it next day with Folta 
who, Bass said, was driving from 
Denver to Kansas City. 

Wanted to Write $200,000. 


Shaw hadn't forgotten the extra 
$100,000 of insurance, which Bass 
had said he had promised his Co- 
lumbia friend, and _ inquired 
whether the Columbia agent had 
taken Folta’s application. 

“No,” Bass replied, “the appli- 
cation has not been taken, but I 
feel that I have promised the busi- 
ness to Lay, and I wouldn't go 
back on my word to him. We are 
old acquaintances and have been 
very close friends.” 

“I said I would like to have a 
crack at the full $200,000,” Shaw 
reported to his company. “I said 
I was willing to compete with Lay 
on any policy Folta chose, to put 
it on a business basis, and either 
Lay or I get the whole $200.000.” 

Bass said he would explain the 
matter to Folta when he arrived 
the next day, but that as matters 
stood then he thought he would 
have to go through with his agree- 
ment with Lay. 

Shaw departed to attend to other 
business, agreeing to meet Bass and 
Folta the following day. Accord- 
ing to his custom when he was 
absent from the office near the 
close of the day, he telephoned 
about 6 o’clock in the afternoon, 
and was informed that Schweich 
was anxious for him to call Dr. 
Bass at the Robert E. Lee Hotel. 
‘Bhaw called Bass and was in- 
formed that Bass had learned that 
Folta might reach Kansas City 
that night. Bass said he wanted 
more information about the pol- 
icy, and that as Shaw was out 
Schweich had responded. Bass 
said it was not necessary for Shaw 
to come downtown, as Schweich 
, had satisfied him about the Lin- 
coln National, that he’ liked the 
policy and believed it would sat- 
be * Folta. 

e follow! morning, Dec. 14, 
Bass telephones Shaw that Folta 
had arrived late the night before 
and was ready to discuss tho pol- 

ne in Muehlebach,.

was to the Muehlebach that Shaw 
was asked to go. Bass told him 
over the telephone * that he and 
Shaw would meet in the lobby, as 
he wanted talk to Shaw again be- 
fore he saw Folta. _ - 

It appears that, notwithstand- 
ing the rehearsals, Bass was a lit- 
tle nervous about Pearman’s abil- 
ity to successfully carry out the 
role of Folta, so at the meeting of 
Bass and Shaw in the lobby Bass 
told the agent not to argue with 
‘*Folta.”” ' 

“Don’t argue with him,” Bass 
said. “He has a perculiar temper- 
ament. He makes his decisions 
quickly, just Hke that (Bass snap- 
ping his fingers three or four 
times). Just present your policy 
as quickly as possible and if he 
does not like it, just forget it.” 

By that time Bass had come to 
the conclusion he could double- 
cross his Columbia insurance friend 
and told Shaw it would be all right 
to present an application for $200,- 
000 to “Folta,” as Bass had decided 
Shaw’s policy was much better than 
the one offered by Lay. 

Bass told Shaw that he expected 
Lay to be in Kansas City that day, 
and that after taking Shaw up and 
introducing him to “Folta,” he 
would return to the lobby ‘‘to head 
Lay off.” 

If Bass had any fears about 
Pearman’s ability to carry out his 
part of the fraud scheme, they 
were groundless. After the intro- 
duction, “Folta” said he was “a lit- 
tle bit sleepy” and was tired, as he 
had driven from Manhattan, Kan., 
the day before, but that he was 
ready to hear what Shaw had to 
offer. 


Bass Excused Himself, 


Bass excused himself after ask- 
ing how long it would take for 
Shaw to explain the policy. Shaw 
theught that from 30 to 45 min- 
utes would be time enough, but 
“Folta’”’ suggested that Bass could 
wait an hour before returning, as 
it might take that -long. 

Shaw got down to business with 
“Folta” immediately, asking about 
“Folta’s’” family histesy. Pearman 
was ready with details of the Folta 
family near Martinsburg. He knew 
the names of the father and moth- 
er of William Folta, their ages, the 
names and ages of the brothers and 
sisters. Shaw told ‘“Folta” there 
might be some delay in getting the 
policy through the home office be- 
cause of his long absence in Japan, 
and that the company might wish 
to make inquiries in Japan before 
issuing a policy of that size. “Fol-

ta” said he had no objection to a 
reasonable delay, as the investiga- 
tion of the title to the land he was 
purchasing had not been complet- 
ed, and might not be for two 
weeks, 


Pearman’s actions as “Folta” in 
that he must have been coachea 
carefully, Shaw saying that he 
demonstrated a surprising knowl- 
edge of the business. He asked 
searching questions about the Lin- 
coln National, as to the amount of 
insurance it had in force, its total 
assets and asked for a comparison 
of its business with that of other 
companies. 

He borrowed a pencil from 
Shaw and, without. Shaw’s help, 
made calculations as to the cost 
of the Emancipator policy in com- 
parison with term insurance. He 
figured the workings of the ad- 
justment options. He asked Shaw 
to give him the 10-year term in- 
surance rate, and asked what 
would be the cash value of the 
Emancipator at the end of 10 
years. He figured awhile and 


then announced that he had found |. 


that the net cost of the Emanci- 
pator, omitting interest, was less 
than that of a 10-year term at his 
age. 

After nearly an hour “Folta” 
said that he liked the policy, add- 
ing that he did not know much 
about insurance, as he was un- 
married and never had felt the 
need for insurance. Shaw, hav- 
ing in mind the writing of $200,- 
000, asked whether the applicant 
was under obligation to Bass’ Co- 
lumbia friend, as Shaw said he 
would like to write the full 
amount. i 


“Onder No Obligations.” 


“TY am under no obligation,” he 
replied. .“I will have to talk to 
Dr. Bass, but I see no reason why 
Lay should be given a chance to 
come back now and present a 
proposition to compete with 
yours.” 

Shaw departed to fill out the 
application and arrange for the 
medical examination, and tele- 
phoned the Muehlebach again 
about 12:30 o’clock. Neither ‘’Fol- 
ta’’ nor Bass answered, but 15 
minutes later Bass’ telephoned 
Shaw, telling him he had caught 
Lay in the lobby and had ex- 
plained the matter to him.” 

“Lay has returned to Columbia, 
pretty ‘much disappointed,” Bass 
aaid. “But it’s a good thing I got 
hold of him because, if he had 
gone up and talked to Folta he 
might have queered the whole deal 
by getting into an argument.” 

Later that day Shaw met “‘Folta’”’ 
and Bass at the Muehlebach, and 
again Bass played a trump. Shaw’s 
suspicions were not aroused, but 
if he had any they would have been 
allayed by ‘‘Folta’s”’ statement that 


he was not ready to sign the ap- 
plication. He gaid he and Bass 
were going on a 10-day hunting 
trip and the matter would wait un- 
til their return. Bass volunteered 
the information that he “would see 
that no other insurance man got 
nold of ‘Folta.’ “Folta” said there 
was no danger of that as he was 
sold on Shaw's company and on.his 
policy. 

The three departed from the ho- 
tel together, walking down Balti- 
more avenue, Bass said he would 
like to have “Folta” meet Mr. 
Schweich, the general agent, and 
they. walked to Shaw's and 
Schweich’s office, two blocks from 
the hotel. The significance of this 
suggestion of Bass has appeared 
since Pearman was murdered. 
Schweich would be an additional 
person to identify Pearman's body 
as that of Folta. 

Pearman was introduced as 
Folta to Schweich, and immediate- 
ly said he could not wait, but that 
he would meet Bass later in John- 
son’s office. 


Discussed Land Deal. 

Schweich, Shaw and Bass sat in 
the office discussing the insurance 
and the land deal. Bass said 
“Folta" knew no one in Kansas 
City, but he gave to Schweich as 
reference for “Folta’ 'the names of 
several persons, to all of whom 
Bass had introduced Pearman as 
“Folta,”’ 

Schwéich asked about the land 
deal'and Bass drew a diagram of 
the land, and talked about it in de- 
tail. He said “Folta” had assumed 
a mortgage of $111,000, which Bass 
said was against the land. 

Shaw heard nothing more from 
Bass or “Folta” until Saturday, 
Dec. 21, when Bass telephoned 
from Columbia that the hunting 
trip had heen abandgned because 
of the deep snow and severe cold, 
and that he and “Folta” would be 
in Kansas City the following Mon- 
day, Dec. 238. 


Bass had been out of touch with 
Shaw for 10 days. Presumably he 
had no information as to whether 
insurance company representatives 
had become suspicious. It is in- 
teresting that in this telephone 
conversation with Shaw he ‘at- 
tempted to show a great ignorance 
of insurance company systems, not- 
withstanding his exact knowledge 
shown by all the circumstances of 
the plot, 


“In this telephone conversation,” 
Shaw reported to his company, 
“Dr. Bass asked me if we had the 
policies. I told him that he knew 
matters were waiting for ‘Folta’s’ 
weturn for a medical examination. 
He said he thought we issued pol- 
icies Yn our local office and held 
them until we received the doctors’ 
O. K. I said, ‘Certainly not,’ that 
policies were issued at the home 


office. He said he didn’t know,

went to the Muehlebach Hotel, 
where he met Bass in the lobby. 
Bass toki him they had had «a 
“terrible time’ in the deep snow 
on the highways, and that they had 
had little luck on the hunting trip. 

Proceeding to “Folta’s” room 
alone, Shaw met him. He said 
they had had a “bum _ huntir 
trip,” and that he “didn’t think 
much of Doc Bass as a weather 
prophet.” He had almost frozen 
to death, he said. , 

That day the formalities of tak- 
ing the application and of the med- 
ical examination were carried out.

bach. When he reached the ho- 
tel Bass was not there. 

“Folta” said he and Bass were 
“dickering” about discounting the 
mortgage notes, that he had made 
an Offer to Bass and Bass had 
made a counter offer, that they 
were “only $2000 apart.” 
| Shaw in his report quoted “Fol- 
ta” as saying “he had decided to 
clean up all the paper against the 
property,” and believed they would 
come to terms, but that “Dr. Bass 
certainly did drive a hard . bar- 
gain.’’ 

“*Folta’ laughed,” Shaw said, 
“and said that he had dealt with 
lots of men, but thought Dr. Baas 
was just about the shrewdest fel- 
low when it came to figuring with 
a short pencil of anybody he 
knew.”’ 

Bass came in about that time 

and “Folta” went out. Bass dis- 
cussed with Shaw a proposal to 
insure several officers of the Co- 
lumbia bank in which he was a 
director. 
In the conversation, which was 
more than two months after the 
policies were issued, Bass for some 
reason directed attention to the 
fact that “Folta” wore a wig. It 
has developed that Pearman who 
was 47 years old, and who suc- 
ceeded in palming himself off as 
Folta, 37 years old, wore a wig and 
shaved off his mustache to make 
his appearance more youthful as a 
part.of the insurance fraud. Bass’ 
purpose probably was that the time 
was approaching when Shaw would 
be called upon to indentify “Fol-’ 
ta’s” body and the fact that he 
wore a wig would be detected. 

Though Bass knew Pearman 
well, the subject of his wearing a 
wig never had come up in any of 
the negotiations for insurance, but 
at the early March meeting Bass 
told Shaw that he “had discovered 
Folta wore a toupee,” that he had 
suddenly gone into “Folta’s” room 
and saw him arranging the wig on 
his head. Bass asked Shaw 
whether he had noticed it and 
Shaw replied that at times he had 
thought so, but was not certain.

VICEROY RENEWS 
BENGAL ORDINANCE 


Under It, Extraordinary

BOMBAY, India, April 21.—Two 
leaders in the civil disobedience 
campaign of Mahatma Gandhi 
and the all-India National Con- 
gress were arrested yesterday for 
violations of the salt act. 

They were Sadhu Swami Anand, 
who recently took charge of the 
civil. disobedience camp at Ville- 
parle, near Bombay, in succession 
to, Jamnala] Najaj, also arrested, 
and Sk. M. Munshi, who recently 
resigned his seat in the legislative 
council -to join the civil disobe- 
dience movement. 

The Government ‘took special 
measures to combat the wide- 
spread unrest and tension in Ben- 
gal growing out of the raid Friday 


‘night and Saturday morning on the 


police arsenal at Chittagong, on 
the east bank of the Mieghna 
Estuary. Six police were killed in 
the raid. 

Viceroy’s Statement. 

Viceroy Lord Irwin at Simla, 
summer capital, renewed the 
special Bengal ordinance confer- 
ring extraordinary powers for the 
suppression of disorder. The Vice- 
roy’s statement said: “In order to 
forestall further outbreaks or out- 
rages (like that at Chittagong) by 
terrorists elsewhere, the Govern- 
ment of Bengal has, repgegented 
that it is essential to ee the 
powers which so recently lapsed.” 

Meanwhile Gandhi ig remaining 
in Gujerat, busying himself with a 
comparatively small district. In an 
interview at Jalalpur Gandhi said 
Re was not sure when he could go 
to Bombay, his hands being occu- 
pied where he was. | 

Several minor leaders of the civil 
disobedience campaign were  ar- 
rested over the week-end in Bom- 
bay. 

In two weeks of campaigning 
against the Government salt mo- 
nopoly as part of the civil disobe- 
dience movement, Gandhi, in the 
opinion of observers with long ex- 
perience in Indian affairs, has de- 
cidedly gained ground fop the Na- 
tionalist cause. 

Gandhi Deplores Disorders. 

The disorders at Chittagong 
were deplored by Gandhi in an 
interview last night. “The Chit- 
tapong news makes sad reading.”’ 

“It shows there is a 
large or small body of men in 
Bengal who do not believe in non- 
violence whether as a policy or a 
creed.

TOKIO PARLIAMENT OPENS WITH 
UNEMPLOYMENT A PROBLEM 


Business Depression Also to Be 
Dealt With; $19,000,000 More 
Required for Budget. 

TOKIO, April 21.—The Japanese 
Parliament opened today for a 
three weeks’ session which is ex- 
pected to be a lively cone. 

Criticism by the opposition will 
concentrate on three main points, 
namely, the prevailing business de- 
pression, unemployment and what 
is described as the failure of the 
Government to insist on Japan’s 
primary claims at the haval con- 
ference. 

The lower house elected Ikuno- 
suke Fujisawa Speaker and Sohju 
Koyama, Vice Speaker. Both be- 
long to the Minsaito, or Govern- 
ment party.

The chief problem this session, 
from the Government’s point of 
view, is to pass supplementary esti- 
mates totaling 39,000,000 yen 
($19,500,000) which, added to the 
main working budget already in 
operation for the fiscal year 1930- 
31, which began April 1, makes a 
total budget of 1,606,000,000 yen 
(3803,000,000), or 76,060,000 yen 
less than the 1929-30 estimates. 
Important projects to be introduced 
by the Cabinet are an increase of 
10,000,000 yen in the national grants 
for elementary education, schemes 
for unemployment relief, rationali- 
gation of industry and encourage- 
ment of home industries. 


LEFT WING OF BRITISH LABOR

Independents Indorse Parliament- 
ary Stand of So-Called Rebels, 
New Curbs. 
BIRMINGHAM, Engiand, April 
21.—The Left Wingers of the Brit- 
ish Labor party, as a distinct en- 
tity, will work for “‘socialism in our 
time.”

“Herewith is returned, without 
approval, H. R. 2029, ‘an act to 
authorize the coinage of silver 50- 
cent pieces in commemoration of 
the seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
Gadsden Purchase.’ . 

“This bill provides that in com- 
memoration of. the seventy-fifth 
anniversary of the acquisition by 
the United States of the territory 
known as the Gadsden Purchase, 
there shall be coined in the mints 
of the United States 50-cent pieces 
to the number of 10,000, to be of 
a design fixed by the director of 
the mint and approved by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. The coins 
are to be legal tender and are to »e 
issued only upon the request of the 
Gadsden Purchase Coin Committee 
in such members andat such timcs 
as they shall request.

There are now pend- 
ing before Congress five other 
bills for such coinage, and before 
the ‘Treasury Department several 
other requests for support to pro- 
posal’ of the same character. 

“The monetary system of the 
country is created and exists for 
certain well-defined and essential 
purposes. Sound practice demands 
that it should not be diverted to 
other uses, if we are best to serve 
the needs of trade and commerce, 
satisfy the convenience of the peo- 
ple and protect the integrity of

EFERRING to the editorial headed 


“The Insurance Scandal” appearing in 
your Jssue of April 15: The stock fire in- 
surance companies ask only a fair under- 
wrifing profit out of the State of Mis- 
souri, and if you will investigate further, 
you will find cold figures show they have 
not been receiving that to which they are 
justly entitled. 

Your suggested remedy that the insur- 
ance companies’ licehses be revoked 
should they attempt to evade payment of 
the refund for the period from 1922 to 
1928, is not in keeping with your plat- 
form which appears on the editorial page 
signed by the late Joseph Pulitzer undcr 
date of April 10, 1907, saying that you 
will “always fight for progréss.” Cer- 
tainly, there could be no progress should 
the stock fire insurance cOMmpanies cease 
doing business in the State of Missouri. 

Did you ever stop to think, Mr. Editor, 
that in the last analysis, business and. 
commerce, both foreign and domestic, 
rest upon stock fire insurance? It can 
eakily be shown that, With the single 
exception of character, credit rests upon 
the guarantee of stock fire insurance; 
that if disaster comes by fire or wind- 
storm, indemnity will be forthcoming in 
the amount specified, and character will 
have something with which to rédeem the 
Obligations it assumes. In a World in 
which 90 per cent of the business is dope |, 
on a Dbdasis of credit, the significance of 
this cannot be overestimated. 

It underlies the banking power of 
America. If it were-not there with its 
guarantéed indemnity, loans could not be 
safely made On physical property or on 
the security of stocks and bonds which, 
in the last analysis, rest in gréat Méagure 
on the physical holdings of the concerns 
using them. If stock fire insurance 
should cease functioning, bankers’ loans 
would have to be greatly curtailed lest 
the entire financial structure be jeop- 
ardizéd by a séries of disaster.

struction contracts totaling more 
than $303,000,000, awarded during 
the first three months of the year 
were interpreted by administration 
officials today as reflecting the ap-

which came from 37 states, indi- 
cated his $7,000,000,000 estimate 
of construction for the year would 
be fulfilled. 

The $7,000,000,000 program was 
estimated on reports of the Gov- 
ernment, Governors and executives 
of public utility corporations. It 
would carry the year far ahead of 
last year. 

The total was announced by Sec- 
retary Lamont of the Commerce 


Department with a statement that 
it was the highest for that period 


in five years and an increase of 55 
per cent over the first quarter of

Contracts for public buildings to- 
taled $32,337,000, as compared with 
$24,318,000 in the corresponding 
period of last year. Lighting sys- 
tems awarded contracts aggregat-

increase of 249 per cent. 

An increase of 128 per cent was 
noted in railroad construction, the 
figures being $70,648,000° for the 
first three months-of this year and

last year to $89,364,000 this year. 
Contracts for park development 
gained 127 per cent, water-front de- 
velopment 73 per cent, water sup- 
ply systems 70 per cent, incinera- 
tors 60 per cent and bridges 47 per 
cent.

\April, issued today, said lowering 
‘interest rates in all the principal 
money markets of thé United States 
have furnished the principal mat- 
ter of interest in the finance tan 
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during recent weeks. 

A record of the various down- 
ward adjustments of the regional 
banks of the system, by which the 
tendency has been transferred to 
all parts of the United States, was 
given in the statement, though the 
review emphasized. that natural 
economic conditions were’ chiefly 
responsible for the development. 

“Easier money conditions in the 
money markets of the United States 
in recent months have been caused 
in part by the Federal Reserve 
policy as expressed in re-discount 
rates,” the review said, “and in 
open market purchases of securi- 
ties, and in part by a decrease in} 
the demand for funds since the Oc- | 
tober-November break in the stock 
market. There has been a large 
decrease since that time in demand 
for loans to finance transactions in 
securities and the reduced volume 
of business activity has resulted 
also in an decrease of demand for 
commercial loans. Another factor 
is the decrease in demand for re- 
serve bank credit and consequently 
the easing tendency in the money 
market has been the inflow of gold | 
from abroad. There was an in- 


crease of $130,000,000 in the coun- 
try’s gold stock during February 
and March.”

Sir Henri Deterding Thinks} 


“Steady Work the Year 
Round” Is. Unsound. 


he idea of “steady-work-the- 
year-round” as a stabilizer of em- 
ployment is all right as far as it 
goes, but it has its limitations, ac- 
cording to Sir Henri Wilhelm Au- 
gust Deterding, chairman of the 
Board of the Royal Dutch Shell 
group of oil companies, whois in 
St. Louis today with Lady Deter- 
ding. 

Any plan of business concerns to 
carry employes over periods of de- 
pression instead of turning Ahem 
off in order to retrench is well and 
good, he said in discussing the an, 
nouncement that 20¢ of the largest 
corporations in the United States 
are to put in operation a “long- 
time program for the prevention 
of unemployment. 

The economics of runnigg busi- 
ness enterprises, he pointed out, 
however, and unfortunately, will 
not permit the carrying of large 
numbers of employes for whom 
there is no use. Such a situation 
is as bad fer the employe as it is 
for the employer, he said. 

Dedicates $2,000,000 Building. 

Sitting in the office of U. de- 
Burgh Daly. president of the Shell 
Oil Corporation,’ whose guest Sir 
Henri is. he talked to reporters on 
a variety of subjects. Oil ran free- 
ly through his remarks, for he had 
just come from San Francisco 
where he dedicated the new $2,- 
000,000 Shell Oil Co. building, the 
purpose for which he made this 
visit to the United States. 

Problems occasioned by  over- 
production of oil, which he esti- 
mated on a world wide basis as 
amounting to about 7 per cent, 
will find many of their solutions 
in increased uses for oil, he said. 
“The barrel of oil is a Pandora's 
box in a new shape,” was the way 
he put it. 

“We are still concentrating too 
much on gasoline,” he explained. 
“Oil contains many more products, 
many which we don't know about. 


|The next few years will show 


what I mean. Getting out the oth- 
er things won't mean less gasoline 


| either—they will be extra.” 


How to Have World Peace. 
He said he did not mean to dis- 
parage diplomatic efforts at world 
peace, but that in his opinion noth- 
ing would do more for interna- 
tional concord than a wide scatter- 
ing of capital.

CHILDREN FIRST 

EW styles in motherhood are 
almost as much discussed, 
when women get together these 
days, as new styles in skirts, Even 
the mother who—like her mother 
before her—takes all the physical 
care of her children and enjoys it 
(most of the time, anyhow) is 

“new’ in many ways. . 

She watches diet and discipline 
with an eagle eye. She has read, 
if she doesn’t always believe, the 
new theories of juvenile behavior 

and training. She may chuckle 
over the psychological tests for the 
perfect child, put forward by child- 
less educators. She may snort at 
Dr. John Watson's frankly ex- 
pressed belief that a baby should 
never be brought up by its own 
mother. But she is of her age 
sufficiently not to allow her 4-year- 
old to develop a mother-fixation. 
Though, in the phrase of older 
mothers, she may “worship her 
children,” she has the new wis- 
dom not to let them know it.
